THE RULES emphasize stay­ 
ing away from windows. 


In office buildings, stand in 
an interior hallway on a lower 
floor, preferably a basement. 
In factories, on receiving a 
tornado 
warning,

lookout

tions for proceeding to places of 
safety should be given. 
In homes the corner of the 
basement toward the tornado 
usually offers the greatest safe­ 
ty. 


W H E N NO basement

available, hide under heavy fur­ 
niture in the center part of the 


house. Opening windows is rec­ 
ommended by safety engineers. 


In open country, move away 
from the tornado’s path at right 
angles (90 degrees). If there is 
not time to escape, lie flat in 
the nearest ditch or ravine. 


Radio and television stations 
will broadcast advisory infor­ 
mation, Radov said. 
Call the weather bureau only 
to report a tornado, he added. 


Tornados occur mostly be­ 
tween 3 and 7 p.m. on hot, 
s t i c k y days with southerly 
winds and thunderstorm clouds, 
Radov said.

WASHINGTON 
(UPI)— 
Congressmen pay Joe Bartlett, 
of Chagrin Falls, Ohio, $20,000 a 
year because he can remember 
their names. Every time. And 
in 16 years nobody has had 
occasion to demand a refund. 
How does he do it? 
“I sweat a lot,” says Joe, who 
with his fellow reading clerk, 
Charles W. Hackney Jr., of 
Lexington, N.C., alternated last 
year in calling the roll of the 
House 428 times. 
Actually it isn’t the call of the 
roll that’s so tough. All this 
takes 
is 
good 
voice, 
clear 
diction, and basic knowledge of 
a few incidentals like the fact 
Kuykendall has to come out 
“Kirkendall;” 
that 
Herbert 
really spells “Ay-Bear;” and 
that Sibelius is pronounced “Si- 
Beelius,” instead of that other 
way. 
The problem is that anywhere 
from 
40 to more than 
150 
members fail to answer when 
called. 
Instead 
they 
present 
themselves en masse in the well 
of the House at the end of the 
call, there to be individually 
identified, addressed and re­ 
corded, either as present or as 
voting for or against. 
Thus Bartlett, 43, and Hacke- 
ney, 46, become the only two 
people in the world who can, do, 
and must recognize on sight 
each of the 435 House members, 
and be prepared to call him by 
name, properly pronounced. 
They know all the tricks in 
the memory trade, and think 
little of them. Joe recalls his 
first meeting with 
a 
House 
member now 
departed 
who, 
upon being introduced to “Mr. 
and Mrs. Bartlett” at a pre­ 
session social event, subsequent­ 
ly introduced them to another 


guest as “Mr. and Mrs. Pear.” 
Association is an important 
part of the name-calling game, 
Bartlett concedes. For instance, 
unlike some other around the 
Capitol, he has never confused 
Rep. Don Clausen and Rep. Del 
Clawson, both Republicans, both 
Californians. 
“Don 
is

Bartlett, 
“while 
Del 
is 
a 
mormon and a former mayor." 
And 
if 
that’s 
not 
enough 
explanation to help you sort out 
the guests at the next neighbor­ 
hood party, don’t feel too badly 
about it. 
Bartlett concedes he’s no whiz 
kid himself at that kind of 
event. And Hackney admits that 
at private social affairs he 
sometimes flounders along with 
the rest of us trying to catch 
and hold fast to new names and 
hang them onto new faces. 
However, both Bartlett and 
Hackney, naturally more name­ 
conscious 
than 
the 
average 
person, offer some hints that 
might be helpful to harried 
hosts, guests, traveling sales­ 
men, 
Rotary 
clubbers 
and 
others 
given 
to 
mumbled 
introductions 
and 
all-purpose 
greetings. 
1. Get the name, even if it 
means asking for it a couple of 
times. Repeat it. 
2. Look—really look—at the 
guy (or gal) who goes with it. 
3. Exchange enough chit chat 
to fix your mind, in case nobody 
told you, and generally nobody 
does, who your friend is or what 
he does for a living. 
4. 
If 
you 
really 
mean 
business, write the name down 
the first chance you get. 
Meantime, like Bartlett and 
Hackney, there are sometimes 
other steps you can take. Joe, a 
Marine reservist, was invited 


the other night to a fancy 
dinner at the Marine headquar­ 
ters here. He figured, rightly, 
that a guest list existed. He got 
it beforehand. 
“It was a great party,” said 
Joe, 
happily 
recalling 
after­ 
wards that he had every name 
and connection in mind before 
he walked in the door. 
Hackney says when he enters 
a roomful of people many of 
whom he knows, or is supposed 
to know, he keeps his eye 
roving over the group picking 
out and mentally affixing name 
tags to those he will be greeting 
shortly. That way he avoids 
last-minute panic. 
Getting back to those roll 
calls, Bartlett, who’s been at it 
since 1953, and Hackney, on the 
job now for six years, admit 
they still get knots in their 
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stomachs every time that mass 
of members presents itself in 
the well. 
The custom is to start at the 
right and work to the left, 
taking the members in turn, 
picking out for special advance 
recognition only the ladies and 
the more elderly or infirm of 
the men. 


“I am always working three 
faces ahead,” reports Bartlett. 
“I have never yet drawn a 
blank that didn’t clear up before 
I got there.” 


Because of recent roll call 
scandals involving the improper 
recording 
of 
members 
not 
actually present, House leaders 


are currently seeking bids on an 
electronic tally system, built 
around a computer, to record 
and count votes as they are 
cast. 
The reading clerks (who were 
not involved in the ghost-voting 
practice) welcome this advance. j 
However, it will not change 
their basic function of calling 
the roll, or relieve them of 
many 
related 
reading 
and 
paper-work duties. 
And it won’t cut down a bit on 
the 
sweat 
during 
the 
big 
stampede to the well. The new 
computer is guaranteed never 
to forget a name. But it is no 
good at all at remembering 
* faces.

Pity the poor woman when 
there isn’t a man around to do 
her “dirty work.” What, wash 
the car herself? You’ve got to 
be out of your Scarlet O’Hara! 
A girl almost needs a geiger 
counter to ferret out one of 
those custom, HAND car wash 
jobs that service stations used 
to provide. They’re as rare as 
uranium strikes. Almost every­ 
thing’s gone automatic these 
days. 
Saturday afternoon finds the 
procession of grimy 
buggies 
lining up for the deluxe $2.50 
job. As the car is hooked on 


t h e c o n v e y o r and towed 
through a succession of sprays, 
brushes, rinses, and blowers, 
you watch through peepholes 
and pray it comes out in one 
piece. If you’re lucky, your 
buggy 
will 
escape 
without 
scratches or bent radio 
an­ 
tenna. 
COMPARISON shoppers will 
find the cost 75 cents cheaper 
at the almost-deluxe automatic 
car wash. Here attendants do 
not fuss with the inside of your 
car, but usually provide a free 
do-it-yourself vacuum. You can 
save a quarter by skipping the 
optional wax cycle and ifs 
cheaper on weekdays, too! 


The jet sit-through car wash 
is like something out of an old 
Doris Day movie. Drive into 
this $1 bathhouse and watch a 
soapy waterfall engulf the en­ 
tire car as you experience a 
drowning sensation. 


“I can’t see through the win­ 
dows. Let me out of here,” a 
kid in the back seat hollers. 
“Shut up and keep the win­ 
dows closed,” the mother-of- 
the-year replies. 


B R E E Z I N G through the 
wind tunnel that barely stirs 
the rivulets of water dripping 
down the air vents, everybody 
hops out and wipes until the 


car is dry or their fingers are 
frozen, whichever comes first. 
For a quarter, many service 
stations in the area offer the 
cheapie-do-it-yourself-just - like 
home-almost-non-automatic car 
wash. An efficiency expert de­ 
signed these installations to 
provide a whole five minutes 
to wash and rinse your car 
with a hose, equipped with a 
manual switch that changes 
from cold soapy to cold rinse. 
(For this operation, smile at 
the gas station attendant and 
play dumb.) 


THE EQUIPMENT here is 
great for cleaning vinyl roof 


tops. You can pull the long 
cord up close and blast the 
stream 
of 
water-under-pres- 
sure right into the vinyl grain­ 
ing. The long cord lets you get 
under the car to clear the 
frame of salt accumulation, if 
you are so disposed. (“ Help, 
somebody!” ) 


But when it gets really cold 
— IO degrees or below — the 
outdoor hoses freeze, and the 
automatic car wash is the only 
answer, next to a blanket of 
snow. 


Still, you can always empty 
the ash trays and let it go at 
that.

NEW YORK (UPI) - It was 
just a natural sequence of 
events that Father Robert F ar­ 
ra r Capon, an Episcopal priest, 
should take up cooking as a 
hobby. 
He was born into a family of 
cooks. His mother was an ex­ 
cellent cook. One grandmother 
was a professional cook in pri­ 
vate homes, and one grand­ 
father 
was 
a 
butler 
who 
worked for caterers during the 
Great Depression. 
“My 
grandfather 
used 
to 
come home with a jar of cav­ 
iar in each tailcoat pocket,” 
said Father Capon. “And my 
father always played around 
with cooking.” 


FATHER CAPON not only is 
a kitchen hobbyist, but is also 
a teacher of dogmatic theology 
and Greek, a philosopher, an 
author and a man whose zest 
for living shines in any conver­ 
sation. 
Many of his views on cooking 
and its role in living are set 
forth in his “The Supper of the 
Lamb,” subtitled “A Culinary 
Entertainment” Doubleday. 


Father Capon is parish priest 
of Christ Church in Port Jef­ 
ferson, a Long Island suburb of 
New York. He teaches nights 
and Saturdays at the George 
Mercer, Jr., Memorial School 
of Theology in Port Jefferson. 
HIS WIFE, Peggy, and their 
six children, ages 8 to 18, 


share the priest’s culinary en­ 
thusiasm in varying degrees, 
he said, during a visit to Man­ 
hattan. 
“There’s a detective story by 
Dorothy Sayers in which she 
says gastronomy is like philos­ 
ophy — it’s not for the young. 
It has an intellectual fascina­ 
tion. Young people are not in­ 
trigued by eating. 
“They have to fight you on 
something. By and large, it’s 
impossible 
to 
please 
them. 
They don’t even like ham­ 
burger because you don’t cook 
it the right way. They like 
eggs vulcanized.” 


“COOKING IS a very good 
hobby for a man,” said the 
priest. “It doesn’t take all that 
much time. You can get your 
wife to do the shopping and the 
cleaning up. You can destroy 
the evidence of bad cooking. 
And it’s sufficiently absorbing 
and demanding to be relaxing, 
recreative. 
“ I very commonly bake on 
Sundays. Between masses, I 
can get puff paste going.” 
“ I do like to cook. But the 
real reason I wrote the book — 
I wanted to get in all these 
t h i n g s about idolatry, the 
shape of creation and man’s 
ability to delight,” he said. 


HIS BOOK suggests that per­ 
sons who forego high calorie 
food — who diet rather than 
fast — are practicing idolatry. 
As for delights, he said they 
include 
mastering 
a knack, 


such as baking, not to show 
off, but for the satisfaction of 
doing something and seeing it 
work the way it should. He 
also delights in figuring out 
what goes with what in meal 
planning and in 
improvising 
recipes. 


His views on convenience 
foods are not likely to enter­ 
tain their manufacturers. 


“ MOST DON’T come off,” he 
said. “ Some commercial Dan­ 
ish pastry is very good for 
what it is, but it isn’t really 
Danish — layers of laky pas­ 
try. Ifs rich butter cake. 


“Two more generations of in­ 
stant gravy eaters and no one 
will remember what a domes­ 
tic kitchen smelled like.” 
The few recipes in his book 
include Swedish pot roast, Jew­ 
ish, Armenian, 
French 
and 
Danish — layers of flaky pas- 
roast, Italian risottos — rice 
combinations, Irish bread and 
the Chinese stir — fry method 
applied to Western as well as 
oriental ingredients. 


A PURIST who advocates 
homemade 
soup stocks 
and 
meat glazes, 
Father 
Capon 
conceded that few women are 
apt to share his view. 
He 
praised his own wife as a good 
cook who “wouldn’t be caught 
dead making meat glaze — but 
she will help me.” 


Wives who must cook two or 
three meals a day every day 


have his sympathy, particular­ 
ly if the husbands are meat 
and potatoes men. 
“No woman can be a good 
cook for a husband who doesn’t 
like food or variety,” he said. 


COOKING IS such a pleasure 
for the minister that he said he 
often “contrives something” — 
usually an invitation to friends 
to drop in for an evening visit 
which turns into a late dinner. 


Most guests are served in 
the family’s 18-room house that 
has two dining rooms. 
“ They’re referred to by wag­ 
gish priest friends as Chapel A 
and Chapel B.” 


Father Robert F. Capon’s 
Royal Pot Roast is of Swedish 
origin. Wipe a 
3to 3 ^ pound 
round or rump roast with a 
cloth wrung from hot water. 
Brown the roast on all sides in 
2 tablespoons of oil in an iron 
Dutch oven. 


POUR OFF od and add 2 ta­ 
blespoons of butter, Vz table­ 
spoon of salt, 3Vt cups of 
brown stock or milk, 8 black 
peppercorns, 
Vz 
teaspoon of 
white pepper, I small red on­ 
ion, diced, I bay leaf, 6 Swed­ 
ish anchovy fillets, Vz teaspoon 
of light Karo syrup, 3 table­ 
spoons of cognac and I table­ 
spoon of vinegar. Cook, cov­ 
ered, about 3 hours. Turn meat 
occasionally. 


When done, remove roast to 
platter and strain gravy. Melt 


I tablespoon of butter in a skil­ 
let, stir in I Vz teaspoons of 
flour and cook, stirring, for a 
few minutes. Gradually add 
gravy, cook for IO minutes 
more, add 2 tablespoons of 
cream, and serve.

T I P S ’N T H IN G S 
by Linda Lee 
Without light, there s little point to decorating. So, in 
planning your home or apartment and every room in it, 
think in terms of providing convenient and beneficial 
lighting. 
In choosing lamps, consider your needs, the amount of 
space you have to light and the size of your furniture. 
Lamps are available in almost any size, shape or form. 
In general, simplicity should be a guiding star and 
the question of scale should be a major factor in any choice. 
In most cases, lamps should blend with the rest of your 
furnishings and not be the principal eye-catcher on their 
own. 
Lamp shades, even more than the lamp base, should 
be kept in simplest form. The color of a shade, too, is im­ 
portant. Although the darker, colored shades provide a 
decorator’s splash of color, the lighter white and off-white 
shades will give more light, and should be used where a 
lamp must be the major light source for an area or room. 
Interior decorators today do not recommend that iden­ 
tical lamps be perched at either end of a davenport sur­ 
rounded by end tables. Instead, lamps of different style but 
similar size can be used to provide light and variety to the 
grouping. 
Ceiling fixtures need not be centered in a room. How­ 
ever, they should be placed to serve a definite space area 
if they are not room-centered. An example of such a non­ 
room oriented ceiling lighting arrangement would be a 
ceiling hung lamp serving a game table in a corner of a 
large room. This light should be hung directly over the 
table. 
Lights can be used for decorating as well as providing 
light. Small spotlights can project shadows of plants or 
art objects on blank walls, giving a furnished look to a 
room that is not completely decorated. 
Reflectors can be used to direct light away from bad 
walls, to emphasize different parts of the room or to light 
up special furniture pieces.

Mostly for Men

Meatballs, famed in song and story, are popular fare. Served 
often as regular mealtime dishes in Italy, Spain, and the Scandi­ 
navian countries, they’re most often found in America as the hot 
dish at a buffet or cocktail party. 


My good friend Carl Hansen, Beatrice Foods official in Central 
Illinois, maintains this orginal recipe from Denmark is the great­ 
est of all. It’s called Danish Royal meat balls and is made this 
way: 


GRIND together 3 times I pound of beef, Vz pound lean pork, 
*6 pound veal. Add 3 eggs, I teaspoon onion salt, I teaspoon salt, 
Vz teaspoon black pepper, 3 heaping tablespoons flour, and Vz 
cup heavy cream beaten until quite fluffy. Blend well. 


Use a teaspoon to form into small balls and fry in butter. 
Delicious served that way or you can prepare a gravy using 
butter, flour, cream and the drippings left in the frying pan. If 
you like more coloring in the meatballs add a dash of kitchen 
bouquet or soy sauce. 


Another meatball recipe which I found intriguing is one served 
by Mrs. King McCristal. Her husband is Dean of the College of 
Physical Education at University of Illinois and spent many years 
in similar capacity at Michigan State. This is a regular as a 
chafing dish item when the McCristals entertain. 
MIX together 1*6 pounds of ground beef and *6 pound ground 
pork. Add Vz cup oatmeal, 2 eggs, I teaspoon salt, Va teaspoon 
garlic salt, Va teaspoon onion salt, black pepper to taste. 
Chop a 4^6 ounce can of water chestnuts (drained). Add to the 
meatball mixture along with Vz cup milk. Blend well. 
Shape into small balls, Vz to 3/4 inch in diameter, for use as 
appetizers. Place in a shallow pan. Combine I jar of red currant 
jelly and I small bottle of catsup. Cover the meatballs with this 
mixture and bake I hour at 350 degrees. Baste 2 or 3 times. 
Place meatballs and sauce in chafing dish and serve hot on 
toothpicks. These are unusually tasty.

Fire hydrants shall be similar and equal to that manufac­ 
tured by Traverse City Iron Works of Traverse City, Michigan, 
and shown in their Catalog as No. H-2M. 
The gate valves installed in this improvement shall be cast 
iron body, bronze mounted, double disc gate valves, non-rising 
stem of the size specified, with mechanical joints, and similar 
and equal to No. A-230-M as shown in the Catalog of the Traverse 
City Iron Works of Traverse City, Michigan. Said valves shall be 
right hand operation to close and have two inch (2”) square 
operating nut. 
On the six inch (6”) valve for each fire hydrant, and on all 
valves in the water mains, shall be placed a valve box. Said 
valve box shall be an adjustable extension valve box, shall be of 
the best quality of cast iron, shall be cylindrical in shape, shall 
have an internal diameter of not less than five inches (5”). Each 
of said valve boxes shall be provided with a detachable cover or 
lid, the top of the box shall be set even with the surface of the 
ground, and shall be of the best quality of cast iron. 
Said valve boxes shall consist of a cast iron base, cast iron 
box, and cast iron lid with the word WATER cast in raised letters 
on top surface of the lid. Said valve boxes shall weigh not less 
than one hundred eighty (180) pounds. 
Where excavations are made in existing paved roadways or 
driveways after installation of the water mains and testing, the 
excavation shall be backfilled with trench backfill, thorougyly 
puddled and compacted, and the paved area restored with mate­ 
rial of like character, thickness and type of that removed. 
Portland cement concrete thrust blocks shall be installed at 
locations as shown on the plans, or where directed by the Engi­ 
neer, to take the thrust of the water pressure at changes in 
alignment of the water mains. Said thrust blocks shall be made of 
Portland cement concrete as herein specified for special valve 
vaults. Said thrust blocks shall be two and one-hall feet (2^’) 
square and two feet (2’) in height and the center of the block to 
be on the center of the water main. ’Riere shall be no specific pay 
item for thrust blocks and this shall be considered incidental to 
the contract. 
Connections shall be made under pressure with the existing 
water mains, when provided for in the estimate and at the loca­ 
tions shown on the plans. 
The necessary tapping sleeves, tees, crosses and valves shall 
be installed and they shall comply to the requirements as herein 
given for cast iron'fittings, special castings and valves. These 
connections shall be made without shutting off the water supply 
in the existing water mains. 
All water main installed shall be chlorinated, and certificates 
showing the water therein is acceptable shall be furnished in 
triplicate to the Engineer. 
Flushing Completed Pipelines: Preliminary Flushing 
Prior to chlorination, the main shall be flushed as thoroughly 
as possible with the water pressure and outlets available. Flush­ 
ing shall be done after the pressure test is made. 
Chlorination of Completed Pipelines: Form of Applied Chlorine 
Any of the following methods of procedure (arranged in order 
of preference) shall be followed: 
Liquid Chlorine gas-water mixture ....................................) 
Direct Chlorine feed .......... 
\ 
Calcium or sodium hypochlorite and water mixture ........) 
Chlorinated lime and water mixture ................................ ) 
Liquid Chlorine 
A chlorine gas-water mixture shall be applied by means of a 
solution-feed chlorinating device, or, if approved by the Engineer, 
the dry gas may be fed directly through proper devices for regu- 1 
toting the rate of flow and providing effective diffusion of the gas 
into the water within the pipe being treated. Chlorinating devices 
for feeding solutions of the chlorine gas or the gas itself must 
provide means for preventing the backflow of water into the chlo­ 
rine cylinder. 
Chlorine-bearing Compounds in Water 
A mixture of water and a chlorine-bearing compound of 
known chlorine content may be substituted as an alternative for 
liquid chlorine. 
Chlorine-bearing Compounds 
The chlorine-bearing compounds which may be used are. (I) 
calcium hypochlorite, (2) chlorinated lime, and (3) sodium hy­ 
pochlorite. 
Proportions of Mixtures 
A five per cent (5) solution of the powder shall be prepared, 
consisting of five per cent (5%) of powder to ninety-five per cent 
(95%) of water by weight, the attention being given to the chlo­ 
rine content of the product used. This calcium hypochlorite or 
chlorinated lime and water mixture, first made into a paste and 
then thinned to a slurry with clean water, shall be injected or 
pumped into the newly laid pipe after preliminary flushing. If 
sodium hypochlorite is used, mix the solution, as purchased, with 
water to obtain the desired concentration of chlorine and feed into 
the pipe under treatment in the same manner as is used for 
feeding other hypochlorites. 
Point of Application 
The preferred point of application of the chlorinating agent 
shall be at the beginning of the pipeline extension or any valved 
section of it and through a corporation stop in the top of the 
newly laid pipe. The water injector for delivering the chlorine- 
bearing water into the pipe should be supplied from a tap on the 
pressure side of the gate valve controlling the flow into the pipe­ 
line extension. 
Rate of Application 
Water from the existing distribution system or other source of 
supply shall be controlled so as to flow slowly into the newly laid 
pipeline during the application of chlorine. The rate of chlorine 
mixture flow shall be in such proportion to the rate of water 
entering the pipe that the chlorine dose applied to the water 
entering the newly laid pipe shall be at the least 40 to 50 ppm. 
Retention Period 
Treated water shall be retained in the pipe long enough to 
destroy all non-spore-forming bacteria. This period should be at 
least twenty-four (24) hours and preferably longer, as may be 
directed. After the chlorine-treated water has been retained for 
the required time, the chlorine residual at the pipe extremities 
and at other representative points should be at leak 24 ppm. 
In the process of chlorinating newly laid pipe, all valves or 
other appurtenances shall be operated while the pipeline is filled 
with the chlorinating agent. 
Following chlorination, all treated water shall be thoroughly 
flushed from the newly laid pipeline at its extremities until the 
replacement water throughout its length shall, upon test, be 
proved comparable to the quality of water served the public from 
the existing water supply system and approved by the Public 
Health Authority having jurisdiction. This quality of water deliv­ 
ered by the new main should continue for a period of at least two 
(2) full days as demonstrated by laboratory examination of sam­ 
ples taken from a tap located and installed in such a way as to 
prevent outside contamination. Samples should never be taken 
from an unsterilized hose or from a fire hydrant, because such 
samples seldom meet current bacteriological standards. 
Should the initial treatment fail to result in the conditions 
specified in Sec. 2-3-10, the chlorination procedure shall be re­ 
peated until such results are obtained. 
The parkways and ditches are to be restored to their original 
grade, and top soil and seeding shall not be required. This work 
shall be considered incidental to the contract. 
Nothing in these Specifications shall be considered to be in 
opposition to Current Village Codes and Ordinances. 
Connections to Existing Mains Not Under Pressure 
Where shown on the plan, the Contractor shall make con­ 
nections to existing Mains NOT under Pressure. The Contractor 
shall make arrangements beforehand with the Superintendent of 
Public Works as to when the existing Mains can be shut down. All 
materials will be on hand for shut-down of minimum time. If the 
Superintendent requires the shut-down to be at other than normal 
working hours, this additional cost shall be considered incidental 
to the contract. 
Highway, Railroad, and Forest Preserve District Permits 
Permits will be required for construction work within the 
Rights-of-Way of State, County, and Township Roadways, Rail­ 
roads, and the Forest Preserve District of DuPage County. The 
required Bonds or Certified Checks and verification of insurance 
forms shall be posted with the various agencies requiring same. 
The Contractor will be required to comply with all provisions of 
all agencies. If there are requirements for which there is not a 
specific pay item, these requirements shall be considered in­ 
cidental to the contract. The cost of the required Bonds and/or 
Certified Checks shall be considered incidental to the contract.

At each location where the water mains are to be constructed 
under Railroad Embankments, there shall be installed, seamless 
steel pipe as a casing for said water main. 
The casing shall, insofar as possible or practicable, be in­ 
sulted within borings made with a powered auger, and by jack­ 
ing same into place. 
As the work progresses, additional casing shall be placed and 
connected by welding on to the pipe ahead, so that the completed 
casing is composed of several lengths of pipe made into one 
continuous length.

Each pipe shall be manufactured of new billet steel, cylmdn- 
cal, with smooth unpainted walls one-half inch (Vfe’) thick, deliv­ 
ered to the project site in lengths approximating twenty feet 
(20’).Where necessary by reason of unsUble ground conditions or 
obsUcles, the casing shall be installed by open cut methods or 
tunneling In either case, care shall be taken to insure the proper 
alignment of the finishing casing to permit the entry and with­ 
drawal of water main. 
This item shall be paid for at the contract unit price per 
linear foot of the casing size insulted, which price shall include 
furnishing and insulting same at the required location and grade; 
all excavation, pumping, bracing, jacking, welding, and backfill­ 
ing. The definition of shut down connection shall be the closing of 
the required valves to isolate an existing fitting to which a con­ 
nection is to be made, the removal of the plug from said fitting, 
and after new pipe with new valve has been insUlled, the opening 
of the valves previously closed. The cast iron pipe and valves 
insUlled in this case shall be paid for at the contract unit price 
for “Shut Down Connection.” 
The definition of a cut in connection not under pressure shall 
be the closing of the required valves to isolate an existing section 
of pipe, the cutting of said pipe, the installation of required cross 
or tee with sleeves, and the opening of the valves previously 
closed. 
The definition of a pressure cut in connection shall be where 
a split tee with valve is insUlled over an existing main, and with 
a mechanical Upping device, a hole of the desired size is drilled 
into said existing main. The contract unit price shall include split 
tee, valve, valve box, and other fittings if required. 
Adjacent to many of the stone and or asphalt driveways to be 
crossed by open cut are concrete headways. Said head walls shall 
be tunnels!. There shall be no specific pay item for tunneling and 
this shall be considered incidental to the contract. 
The Contractor shall receive approval of the brand of fire 
hydrants and valves he proposes to use from the Superintendent 
of Public WTorks of the Village of Wood Dale, Illinois, prior to 
placing his order for same. 
Pressure Testing and Sterilization 
As soon as a section of the water main has been insUlled, 
that, in the opinion of the Engineer, can be put into service, the 
Contractor shall pressure test and sterilize that section. The Con­ 
tractor shall figure a minimum of fifteen (15) pressure tests, and 
sixty (60) water samples to be token. If, in the opinion of the 
Engineer, it is necessary to break the area to be tested into 
smaller sections and/or take additional samples, this shall be 
done at no additional compensation. The contract unit price for 
“Testing and Sterilization” shall include all pressure testing and 
samples; no matter how many tests and samples are required. 
All crushed stone used in this Improvement shall be evenly 
graded in size from one-half (%) to one and one-half (1-%) 
inches, and shall bo a good grade of crushed limestone or gravel. 
All mortar used in this Improvement shall be composed of 
one (I) part Portland cement and two (2) parts clean sharp 
torpedo sand, all thoroughly mixed with the proper amount of 
water.

KNIGHTHOOD wasn’t always in flower at Lake Park 
High School, Roselle. Only a dozen years ago, when the school 
first opened, there was a hot controversy over selection of a 
school symbol. 
Students picked the Lancer, a knight on horseback. His 
colors were blue and white. 
But the Lancer was nearly unseated as a team name by — 
well — the Pink Angels, whose supporters favored pink and 
black as school colors. 
School spirit and customs were pretty much an academic 
subject in those days, because until Lake Park High School was 
built students from the area were boarded out to neighboring 
high school districts. 
But riven the Lancer and school colors they set out to give 
the school some of the features that have become familiar today, 
many revolving around the Lancer theme. The yearbook is called 
the Lance; the student newspaper the Joust. 
Lake Park’s seal carries a picture of a knight on horseback 
surrounded by the words Lake Park Lancers. Design of a seal 
was thrown open to students, who come from Itasca, Medinah, 
Roselle, Bloomingdale and Keeneyville.

were fishermen out along Chicago’s Montrose 
middle of last week, and yes, they were after 
YES, those 
breakwater the 
coho salmon. 
Already? Already. 
They weren’t catching anything, as far as anyone has been 
able to determine, but they were proving again the incisiveness of 
whoever it was about three years ago who hung the label “coho 
madness” on this new sport. 
The affliction obviously gets a little more severe with time, 
because the emergence of the year’s first coho fishermen on the 
lakefront went a little beyond rushing the season. 
There’s still ice out there, a lot of it floating around, and 
the salmon at this end of the lake — according to some 
plumbing by Indiana conservation biologists — are still well 
oat and about IOO feet down. 
But now, in the short history of the ecstasy — yes, and the 
agony — over the coho, we have come to expect anything. 
So, if — in the first week of March — you see fishermen 
lining up along the piers on Chicago’s and Waukegan’s lakefronts, 
you are not surprised. Probably you ask, “How’s fishing?”, or 
something similarly profound, and sidle up beside them. 
What it comes to, fish or not, is that coho season is on again 
in Lake Michigan, and those early and hardy enthusiasts will 
soon be just faces in the crowd waiting for the big swing of the 
salmon around the southern end of the lake. 
It clearly has been worth the wait to the men who have 
scored the past two springs, and they may not be far off in their 
estimates of when to start splashing lures in the water. There 
already is a special “coho line” in operation to give the advance 
word on when the silver imports may start snapping in the pro­ 
ductive area around Michigan City. Dial - anytime between 8 
a m. and 8 p.m. — 872-7311, area code 219. (No collect calls, 
please.) 
The season is also on, for real, in Michigan, where it all 
began. That state has already opened the lower reaches of 
some 50 streams to early salmon, brown trout and steelhead 
fishing. Many more will get a special opening on April 5, and 
for word on where the early angling will be allowed, write the 
Michigan Department of Natural Resources at Lansing, 48926, 
and ask for the lists. 
After some of last year’s disappointments — and atrocities 
this could be a banner salmon year, with all the fervor of 1967. 
Lake Michigan should be fairly jumping with salmon in the 
spring and early summer, with Michigan having turned loose 
another couple-million coho fingerlings last spring, an operation 
that’s about to be repeated for the feeder streams of not just 
Lake Michigan, but also Huron and Superior. 
So there should be a good mixture of hefty young fish and of 
the generation that’s due to head for the spawning charge up the 
rivers and streams on the other side of the lake this fall 
The fall run may be the most spectacular to date, because 
with an anticipated fiood of cohos, there should be the first appre­ 
ciable run of chinooks. And people who know salmon say if you 
think a coho is something, snag a chinook. 
But the chinooks, with a four-year cycle compared to the 
coho’s three, won’t really be ready for the full assault until the 
fall of 1970. 
Meantime, tackle shop and resort owners are digging in 
for another bristling year, and wardens of the land and sea 
are ready to get in the trenches. To repeat, with this kind of 
madness, no one knows what to expect. 
The season’s first ominous note was sounded by the Boating 
Industry Association of Chicago, which has called for an early 
opening of the lakefront boat launching ramps and activation of 
police marine patrols. 
That operation normally doesn’t begin until about May 15, but 
the association wants an April I start this year “to head off a 
potentially dangerous situation during the spring coho salmon 
run.” 
The BIA wants the police and the Chicago Park District to 
cooperate, observing if the ramps aren’t formally opened and 
patrols dispatched, thousands of eager fishermen may take to the 
lake on their own with no one to watch over the fleet. 
Disaster is a possibility, of course, for Lake Michigan can 
be a foul and tricky place, and the coho has helped write 
some grim legends already. 
The memory is still fresh of the horror of two autumns ago, 
when seven fishermen — sacrificing prudence for the hypnotic 
spell of the coho — went to the bottom of Lake Michigan in a 
fierce storm. 
The coho, and soon the chinook, does indeed do strange things 
to men. It has lured some to their deaths, and it has twisted 
others, filling some with a gr*ed for profit and making beasts of 
some, so they would ravage a creek and the fish, as they did last 
faU. 
These things are troubling, and they may make more men 
curse the fish than worship It as a miracle if some of the sanity 
isn’t restored. 
Men will curse the fish, and will curse each other, because 
men get like that when sudden riches are heaped before them. 
They forget sometimes that the coho is a fish, and wants only 
to be a fish, to swim and be good sport and a calmer of men’s 
minds.

‘Victory’ In Otepka Case; What Next? 


TOM JACHIMIEC 
“Nothing is cured within the 
State Department, although the 
Otepka case per se is momen­ 
tarily cured,” said James M. 
Stewart of Palatine. 
An Addison advertising man­ 
ager, Stewart commented on 
President 
Nixon’s 
announce­ 
ment last week that Otto F. 
Otepka, former security officer, 
had been offered an appoint­ 
ment on the Subversive Activi­ 
ties Control Board, a top secur­ 
ity job. 
Stewart has been waging a 


campaign by providing Otepka 
with $27,000 to pay legal ex­ 
penses for a five-year battle for 
vindication. 
Otepka was once a top secur­ 
ity officer with the State De­ 
partment but was fired in 1963 
by Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk on charges of conduct un­ 
becoming a security officer. 
FOUR YEARS later the ac­ 
tion was canceled, and instead 
Otepka 
was 
“severely repri­ 
manded” and his salary 
cut 
considerably. 
While one account of Nixon's 


job offer last Thursday was re­ 
ported a “victorious climax” to 
a five-year battle, Stewart re­ 
mained much more cautious. 
“Otepka is not back in the 
State Department where secur­ 
ity problems are,” said Stewart. 
“Security procedures have not 
been revised or cured.” 
OTEPKA, Stewart said, got in 
trouble 
for 
providing 
“con­ 
fidential information classified 
that way by himself” to a Sen­ 
ate subcommittee investigating 
laxities in the State Depart­ 
ment. 


This was in violation of a 1948 
Presidential directive forbidding 
federal employes 
from 
testi­ 
fying before Congress without 
permission from their superiors. 
It is still a key issue in the 
case, Stewart said. 
Stewart recently made two 
trips to Washington in relation 
to the Otepka case. The trips 
followed an announcement by 
Secretary (rf State William P. 
Rogers that he had rejected a 
bid for reinstatement of Otepka 
to his former position. 
The announcement disturbed 


backers of Otepka since Nixon 
last fall promised he would 
have a full investigation of the 
case made. 
STEWART ALSO had been 
personally promised by Nixon 
to help Otepka. The occasion 
was a campaign visit last fall to 
Mount Prospect. 
Friday, Stewart said Nixon 
had to honor his commitments 
because of pressure from Con­ 
gressmen and the pubic.
